But with treatment, an HIV infection can be managed, reducing the
chance of progression.

“HIV testing should be a regular part of everybody’s healthcare routine” said Dr. Ulyee Choe,
DOH-Pinellas’ director. “Knowing your status is important to prevent spreading HIV and to begin
life-saving treatment sooner.”
